- Thirty good citizons of Loipzig 
in 1911 formed a solomn league 
and covenant to help one anothor 
to got rich quickly in o manner 
that pro-nised some handsome re- 
turns with.a minimum amount of 
risk and effort. It was morcly o 
mattor of going about the businass 
in hand in tho right way. The 
sum thoy expected to carn was 
ten por cont. on £22,000,000 that 
is to say, £2,200,000, 50 that each 
momber expected ta carn £75,000, 

Thoir droams have not yot been 
realised, and they have {n con- 
sequence adopted ao plan of trying 
toawako public interastinthocaso 
of Bernard Gotze, formorly' a 
labourer omployed by the 
municipality of Leipzig, now 79> 
of age and obliged to keop him- 
polfand his aged wife on a pension 
of.6 marks a woek, Why-the 
thirty good citizona could not 
immediately relieve tho distross 
of their foundlir.g by supplomont- 
ing his old age pittance is not 
oxplained. © 

The story is’ that John 
Christopher Gotzo, a Leipzig 
citizen, joined the Dutch Army in 
1818 and did continuous sorvice 
and was. mado Governor of 
Batavia, Bosidos accumulating 
an immense fortune in Java, ho 
inherited £8,000,000. He thore- 
foro left the Dutch Civil Sorvice 
and .went to South Africa. Thero 
he inherited another fortuno in 
gold minos, plantations, and land, 
which he left” in 1831 
to rolatives in Gormany. 
The money accumulated — in 
the bank because it was im- 
porsible until 1867 to find any of 
Gotze’s relatives. By this time 
logal difficulties had arisen about 
paying over the money, and 
thoso havo nover boon overcomo, 
evon though at ono- time tho 
Governmont of Saxony and a 
onotime British Ambassador in 
Borlin interested thomsolvos in 
tho mattor.

Ho 
edviatd cominunication with tho 
British Museum, where tho coins 
were sent and roturnad correot 
ly dated. From time -to time 
another stray coin was found, but 
nothing of consaquenco came out 
except a ploughman’s story that 
somo yoara earlier he heard a 
rumble behind him and turned to 
find that tho ground had fallon in 
tothe dopth of about five ‘feet, 
Apparently tho holo was filled in 
without examination, Then 
about a fortnight ago Mr. Godwin 
heard Of more coins, ‘Going to 
the spot indicated bho found yet 
mare, until late at evening and 
in heavy rain ho “was putting 
them into pockot “by fool.” . The 
noxt day he wont to the’ placo 
with a digging fork, a riddle ‘to 
sift the soil, anda small tin box 
for the coine; what he found 
can best be described by saying 
that the coins came home in the 
riddle.
